The  first  group  includes  a  few  children 
Just  under  1  year  old  -  younger  children  not 
being  submitted  to  inoculation* 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  81$  of 
the  1-5  year  children  were  immunised  and  80$ 
of  the  5-15  year  old*  i*e«  those  on  the  Public 
Elementary  School  Register  but  does  not  include 
the  boys  of  the  Royal  Hospital  School*  Holbrooke 

These  figures  compare  very  favourably  with 
those  obtained  in  other  counties*
